through said non-Internet Relay Chat program performs ghosting through a short 
messaging service program. 

53. (new) The apparatus for providing access to a channel of an 
Internet Relay Chat group to a mobile device according to claim 20, wherein: 

said non-Internet Relay Chat program is a short messaging service 

program. 
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54. (new) The apparatus for providing access to a channel of an 
Internet Relay Chat group to a mobile device according to claim 31 , wherein: 

said non-Internet Relay Chat program is a short messaging service 

program. 

55. (new) The apparatus of providing access to a channel of an 
Internet Relay Chat group to a mobile device according to claim 39, wherein: 

said non-Internet Relay Chat program is a short messaging service 

program.
